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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. By definition a printed circuit is 
"a circuit for electronic apparatus made by depositing conductive material in continuous paths from terminal to terminal on an insulating 
material" (Merriam Webster's Dictionary). The applicant's device currently claims a "substrate, composed of glass or a resin" which 
correlates to the defined "insulating material." The applicant's "wiring pattern for supplying electric power ... is formed on the substrate as 
a part of laminated patterns through printing" which would corrolate to the defined "circuit... made by depositing conductive material." 
Because the device has an insulating substrate with a printed wiring pattern, the device as a whole, by definition, would be a printed circuit 
board. It is therefore unconvincing that the applicant's device is different than a conventional circuit board because it is made of a 
substrate and printed wiring pattern just like a printed circuit board. In addition, a substrate is defined as "an underlying support." 
Because components also lay upon the printed circuit board, it would also be considered a substrate. 

Furthermore, if the applicant were able to convince the Office that there is a difference between a substrate and a printed circuit board, the 
support plate 3 could also act as an insulating substrate as it is made of glass and also can be "conductively coated" thereby providing a 
wiring pattern to the light emitting elements 6. .
